WOMEN’S INSTITUTE 
AND THE GREAT WAR 


The Women’s Institute in Madoc was 
organized in February of 1910, with five 
members Mesdames Tumelty, E. West, 
T. Blue Hudgins, and Caskey, conse- 
quently when the call came for women’s 
work in the Great war in August of 
1914, they were accustomed to working 
together under competent leadership 
and had a membership of 65 in the vil- 
lage and country, who rallied to the 
call. The minutes of August 28th, 1914 
reads as follows: showing how fully our 
women responded to the call and how 
joyally they rallied to the request for 
womens’ work. 

A committee of five ladies, namely: 
Mesdames J. A. McCoy, W. E. Connor, 
AH. Watson, John Miller and Miss A. 
Way were appointed to look after the 
purchase of and the cutting of mater- 
ial.

Importance of Undulant Fever 
Being More Widely 
Recognized 

Uudulant fever, a disease contracted 
from cattle and hogs which are in- 
fected with contagious abortion, Is be- 
ing more widely recognized as a prob- 
lem of considerate importance from 
a public health standpoint. A number 
of cases of this disease have: been re- 
ported from various States. * 

The disease of contagious. abortion 
is quite prevalent among cattle and 
hogs throughout the country. Persons 
who drink raw milk from infected 
cattle or who handle hogs that are in- 
fected are likely ‘to contract the dis- 
ease, The name, “undulant fever,” is 
applied to the disease because the at- 
tacks of fever come in waves or undu- 
lations. The disease waé first recog- 
nized on the Island of Malta in the 
Mediterranean, and it was thought for 
a time that it was spread only through 
the milk of goats. It is now known, 
however, that the disease may be con- 
tracted from cattle and hogs. The 
disease is not only disabling but ex- 
tremely chronic in duration, The pa-

After almost three hours delibera- 
‘ion, the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty, and, when requested to do so 
by Arthur Roebuck, counsel for the ac- 
used, repeated this pronouncement to 
3 man. Mr. Justice Wright, before sen- 
tencing Vaara, fully concurred with the 
decision that the jury had. reached. 

From the prisoners’ box Vaara stood 
with wincing lips, as sentence was pas- 
sed upon him. Previously maintaining 
3 nonchalant air, the editor suddenly 
realized the gravity of his offense as 
the jury filed- into the courtroom. The 
sonfident attitude which was adopted 
yy the defense until the jury received 
‘heir summing up from Mr. Justice 
Wright gave way to a spirit of misgiv- 
ing. 

The significance of the verdict to be 
returned by the jury was duly stressed 
in the addresses of Justice Wright and 
Crown Attorney McKessock, which re~ 
viewed the whole import of the case 
without an appeal to racial prejudice. 
tollowed by a strong plea by. Roebuck 
sounsel for the accused, who left no 
tone unturned in pressing for an ac- 
quittal. 

“t think your verdict was well sup- 
vorted by the evidence,” declared Mr 
justice Wright, when the verdict was 
‘turned. “There is a line to be drawn 
xetween honest criticism and a stirring 
up of strife against His Majesty The 
King. Your crime is of an unusual char- 
acter; you came to this country to be- 
some a citizen and not criticize its cus- 
toms, your act was a peculiarly heart- 
ess thing and you do not deserve the 
“lightest consideration for such an in- 
human thing. There may have been hon 
‘st criticism, that is not so serious as 
your inhumane attack,” he concluded.

House Warmth 
Wisely Discussed 


How Shall the House Be In- 
sulated and With What 
Material ? 


The Fuel Board at Ottawa have 
issued thelr annual report. In it they 
discussed insulation relative to house 
construction. Strangely enough the 
Christian Science Monitor in a current 
issue gives the following interesting 
article along practcal Ines:

| “Money spent.in insulating a house 
is well invested, not only because of 
the greater comfort in both winter 
{and summer but also because of the 
lreduced fuel bills,” remarked J. C. 
'Peebles, associate professor of 
mechanical engineering at Armour In- 
stitute. He has made a special study 
of the subject and was found in his 
offiffice workshop surrounded by dif- 
\ferent kinds of insulating boards, in- 
isulating blankets and “fills.” 


Insulation of modern homes is more 


‘than a passing fad, Mr. Peebles is con-)| 


vinced. In fact, he believes it to be 
an important economic item and that 
all the better homes will be well in- 
‘sulated in the future. “Is the house 
insulated?” is a question more and 
more asked by prospective purchasers 
of. already-built homes and must be 


to the furring strips. 


“In addton to being a substitute |

effective job. These boards

“A better but more expensive 
method is to place the Insulation 
board between the studs, in the, open 
space between the sheathing and tho 
lath. Placing the board here will 
help stop the air circulation and thus 
check ‘the flow of heat either way, 
making the house warmer in winter 
and cooler in summer. This needs 
special nailing stripa on the sides of 
the studs, however. It also means an 
}additional labor cost because “the 
boards have to be sawed to proper 
, Size to fit in between the studs. It is 
@ good method although not used so 
much because the boards do nof take 
the place of the lath and sheathing 
and consequently are an added ex- 
pense. In the case of a solid brick 
house, if the insulation is not used 
/as a plaster base, it will be nailed di- 
j rectly to the brick walla between the 
| furring strips.” 

Importance of Waerproofing 

But there are so many different 
kinds of boards on the market, how 
is the layman to know which is the 
most satsfactory? To this Mr. Peeb- 
les answered that the most important 
quality to consider was whether or 
not the board had been waterproofed. 

“A waterproofed board will not 
easily absorb “moisture,” he  saic. 
“Sometimes a leak in the roof or from 
the plumbing will saturate the walls. 
A wet board is no good as an insula- 
‘tor, but if the board has been put 
through the waterproofing process, it 
i will be more valuable. 
| “Blankets are a second type of in- 
'sulation. Insulating blankets con-sist

It is a well known fact that better crop 
ylelds are obtained by a proper change 
of crops. The moisture, tilth and fer- 
tility of the soil are improved, strong- 


er plants are produced. At least a part | 
of the improved fertility is associated ! 


with the increased activity of the soil 
inhabiting fungi and bacteria, result- 
ing from the change of crop ot cultural | 
practice. 

In most soils there are literally mil- 
lions of these microscopic plants. Some- 
times several millions may be found in 
a single gram of soll. The numbers and 
kind of these tiny plants depend direct- 
ly on the. amount and kind of food, and 
conditions for their growth in the soil. 
Certain plants favor the development 
of some kinds more than others. When 
root parts or other plant remains are 
added to the soil, the fungi and bac- 
teria quickly multiply on this material 
reducing it to plant food. At the same 
time the activity of these affects other 
potential plant food in the soil, and 
which, without this influence, would re- 
main unavailable. Unfortunately, some 
of these soll inhabiting fungi and biec- 
teria may attack both living and dead 
root. parts of some plants..The fungi 
that cause root-rot of wheat is able tc 
do this. Therefore when wheat follows 
wheat for a term of years, there is an 
accumulation of the root-rotting fun- 
gi until the amount becomes so great 
+\that much loss may occur. On the o- 
ther hand, oats, flax and the legumer 
are not appreciably attacked by the 
fungi which attack the roots of the 
wheat.

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HAVE OUR MUNICIPAL IN. 
STITUTIONS OUT LIVED 
THEIR USEFULNESS 


By Judge Praleck 

Our Municipal Councils were formed 

upon the plan of the old Massachusetts 
town meetings. They did very well for 
the purpose for which they were institu- 
ed during times gone by. But our re- 
quirements have got to be so numerous 
so complicated, and so various as to re- 
quire more technique, more skill ih the 
administration, especially so in large 
towns and cities, more so than in rural 
districts. The Mayor and aldermen as 
& rule are composed of business men 
who can spare only an hour or two once 
a week to attend to the affairs of the 
municipality. The Mayor and aldermen 
hold their office for one year. By the 
end of the year they have become ac- 
quainted with their duties in a measure 
when new and inexperienced men are 
elected in their place, so that the Mun- 
icipal duties are yearly. performed by 
new and inexperienced men, who can 
only afford time of an hour or two to 
their Municipal duties. Suppose the Mas 
sey Harris Company should every year 
have a new President and Directors, 
how long would it be before the Com- 
pany would be in the hands of a Re. 
ceiver? 
_ Now a muhicipality is analagous to a 
joint stock company, the Mayor, Presi- 
dent, the Aldermen, Directors, and the 
ratepayers, stockholders. A joint stock 
company has a general manager who is 
well paid to devote his whole time to the 
executive work of the municipality, This 
genéral manager is subject to the su- 
pervision and direction of the Council. 
Elect the mayor every year, elect the 
aldermen, and at the end 
of the first year, three or more of the 
aldermen retire and new men to be elec- 
ted in his place, continue the remain- 
der for another year and then three or 
more of the remainder drop out, and 
end of the next year three or more as 
the case may be should drop out. By 
this plan there would: ‘be two-thirds ot 
the aldermen experienced and know the 
work, 

Another plan, appoint a commission- 
er (who is general manager) to perform 
the executive work, under, the control 
and direction of the Council. This is 
called “The Galvaiston System” where 
this plan was first adopted. It is stated 
by the latter plan one third of the civic 
expense was saved the first year. More 
than one hundred cities in the United 
States have adopted it. 

It was voted upon some few years 
ago in Belleville and the working clas- 
ses voted it down. The next year the 
council contracted with an Ottawa cirm. 
of contractors for about half a million 
of street paving. The present Police 
Magistrate, then in the council, advo- 
cated buying our own plant, which woulo 
eost about $40,000 and do our own work 
and keep the money in the city and af 
ford our own workmen the wages. He 
ran for Mayor on this ticket and again 
the working classes voted against him 
and he was defeated. 

The Ottawa Compary brought in their 
own men, some of them high pay, bul 
the rest of them Dagoes who lived on a- 
bout fifteen cents a day, whils, our 
own workmen walked the streets with 
their hands in their pockets, having no- 
thing to do, and all the money for vag- 
es and profits of the conractors, not a 
cent left in the city.

Another feature of this unique

Byne's final and most devastating 
blow to Victorian-mindéd critics is the 
establishment of a high-powered press 
bureau which will herald the doings of 
his policemen to the four corners.

In an address on “Savings in Rela-!
